6. Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to 
be provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes 
and other special categories of persons in accordance with 
the orders issued by the Cential Government from time to 
time in this regard.

G.S.R. 92.—In exercise of the powers conferred by 

sub-section (1) of Section 3 of the All India Services Act, 
1951 (61 of 1951) the Central Government, after consulta¬ 
tion with the Governments of the States concerned, hereby 
makes the following rules further to amend the All India 
Services (Discipline and Appeal) Rules, 1969, namely:— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the All India Services 
(Discipline and Appeal) Amendment Rules, 1982. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi¬ 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the All India Services (Discipline and Appeal) Rules, 
1969, 

(i) in the proviso to sub-rule (1) of rule 4,— 

(1) for the words “suspension exceeds six months” 
the words “suspension exceeds three months” shall 
bo substituted ; 

(2) for the words “the period of first six months”, 

whe: ever they occur, the words “the period pf 
first three months” shall be substituted. 

(ii) For the existing Rules 5 and 5A, the following shall 

be substituted, namely :— 

“5. Admissibility of pay and allowances and treat¬ 
ment of service on reinstatement after dismissal, 
removal or compulsory retirement as a lesult of 
appeal or review 

(1) When a member of the service, who has. been dismissed, 
removed or compulsorily retired is re-instated as a result of 
appeal or review or would have been so reinstated bpt for his 
retirement under the All India Services (Death-cuin-Ret:re- 
ment Benefits) Rules, 1958 while under suspension or not, 
the authority competent to order reinstatement shall consi¬ 
der and make a specific ordei— 

(a) regarding the pay and allowances to be paid to the 

member of the Service for the period of his absence 
from duty including the period of suspension pre¬ 
ceding his dismissal, removal or compulsory retire¬ 
ment, as the case may be; and 

(b) whether or not the said period shall be treated a* a 

period spent on duty. 

(2) The member of the Service shall, subject to the pro¬ 
visions of sub-rule (6) be paid the lull pay and allowances 
to which he would have been entitled, had he not been dis¬ 
missed, removed or compulsorily retired or suspended prior 
to such dismissal, removal or compulsory retirement, as the 
case may be, in cases:— 

(i) Where the authority competent to order reinstate¬ 

ment is of opinion that the member of the Service 
who had been dismissed, removed or compulsorily 
retired has been fully exonerated; or 

(ii) Where the order of dismissal, removal or compulsory 

letiremcnt from service is set aside by the appellate 
or reviewing authority solely on the ground of non- 
compliance with the requirements of clause (1) or 
clause (2) of article 311 of the Constitution and 
no further Inquiry is proposed to be held : 

Provided that where such authority is of the 
opinion that the termination of the proceedings 
instituted against the member of the Service had 
been delayed due to reasons directly attributable to 
the member of the Service, it may, after giving him 
an opportunity to make his representation and 
after considering the representation, if any, sub¬ 
mitted by him, direct, for reasons to be recorded in 
writing, that the memben-of the Service shall, sufc: 
ject to the provisions of Sub-rule (7), be paid for 
the period of such delay, only such proportion of 
such pay and allowances as it may determine. 
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(3) In a case falling under sub-rule (2), the period of 
absence from duty including the period of suspension pre¬ 
ceding dismissal, removal or compulsory retirement, as the 
case may be, shall be treated as a period spent on duty for 
all pu poses. 

(4) In cases other than those covered by sub-rule (2) the 
member of the Service shall, subject to the provisions of 
sub-rule (6) and (.7), bo paid such proportion of the full pay 
and allowances to which ho would have been entitled, had 
he not been dismissed, removed or compulsorily retired or 
suspended pror to such dismissal, removal or compulsory 
retirement, as the cast may be, as the authority competent 
to order re-instatement may determine after giving notice 
to the member of the service of the quantum proposed and 
after considering the representation, if any, submitted by him, 
in that connection within 60 days from the date on whi.h 
the notice aforesaid is served on the member of the Service. 

(5) In a case falling under sub-rule (4), the period of absence 
from duty including the period of suspension preceding his 
dismissal, removal or compulsory retirement, as the case 
may be, shall not be treated as a period spent on duty, unless 
the authority competent to order reinstatement specifically 
directs that it shall be so treated for any specified purpose: 

Provided that if the member of the Service so desires, 
such authority may direct that the period of absence from 
duty including the period of suspension pieceding his dis¬ 
missal, removal or compulsory retirement, as the case may 
be, shall be converted into leave of any kind due and ad¬ 
missible to the member of Service. 

(6) The payment of allowances under sub-rule (2) or sub¬ 
rule (4) shall be subject to all oiher conditions under which 
such allowances are admissible. 

(7) The proportion of the full pay and allowances deter¬ 

mined under the proviso to sub-rule (2) or under sub-rule 
(4) shall neither be equal to the full pay and allowances nor 
less than the subs : stcncc allowance and othe; allowances ad¬ 
missible under rule 4, as the case may be. . 1 2 

(8) Any payment made under this rule to a member of the 
Service on his reinstatement shall be subject to adjustment 
of the amount, if any, earned by him thiougb an employment 
during the period between the dat e of removal, dismissal oi 
compulsory retirement, as the case may be, and the date of 
reinstatement. Where the pay and -allowances admissible 
under th’s rule are equal to or less than the amounts earned 
during the employment elsewhere, nothing shall be paid to 
the member of the Service.” 

5A. Admissibility of pay and allowances and treatment 
of service on re-instatement where dismissal, lemoval or 
compulsory retirement is set aside by a Court of Law— 

(1) Where the dismissal, removal or compulsory retire¬ 
ment of a member of the Service is set aside by a Court of 
Law and such member is reinstated without holding any fur¬ 
ther inquiiy, the period of absence front duty shall be regu¬ 
larised and the member of the service shall be paid pay and 
allowances in accordance with the provisions of sub-rule (2) 
or (3) subject to the directions, if any, of the Court. 

(2) (i) In cases other than those covered by sub-tule (3), 
the member of the service shall be paid such proportion of 
the full pay and allowances to whi'h he would nave been 
entitled had he not been dismissed, removed or compulsorily 
retired, or suspended piior to such dismissal, removal or 
compulsory retirement as the case may be, as the authority 
competent to order reinstatement may determine, after giving 
notice to the member of the Service of the quantum proposed 
and after considering the representation, if any, submitted 
by him, in that connection, within 60 days from the date 


on which the notice aforesaid is served on the member of the 
Service : 

Provided that any payment under this sub-rule to a mem- 
be. of the Service shall neither be equal to the full pay and 
allowances nor less than the subsistence allowance and 
other allowances admissible under rule 4 as the case may be. 

(ii) The period intervening between the date of dismissal, 
removal or compulsory retnement including the period of 
suspension p.eccding such dismissal, removal or compulsory 
retirement, as the case may be, and the date of judgement 
of the Court shall be regularised in accordance with the 
provis'ons contained in sub-rule (5) of rule 5. 

(3) Where the dismissal, removal or compulsoiy retirement 
of a member of the Service is set aside by a Court on the 
merits of the case, or where the dismissal, removal or com- 
pulsoiy ictirement of a member of the Service is set aside 
by a Court solely on the ground of non-compliance with the 
requirements of clause (1) or clause (2) of article 311 of the 
Constitution and no further enquiry is proposed to be held, 
the period intc; vening between the date of dismissal, removal 
or compulsory letirement as the case may be, and the date of 
reinstatement shall be treated as duty for all purposes and 
he shall be paid full pay and allowances for the period to 
which he would have been entitled, had he not been dismissed, 
lemoved oi compulsorily retired or suspended prior to such 
dismissal, removal or compulsory retirement, as the case 
may be. 

(43 The payment of allowances under sub-rule (2) or 
sub-rule (3) shall be subject to all other conditions under 
which such allowances are admissible. 

(5) Any payment made undei this rule to a member of the 
Service on his reinstatement shall be subject to adjustment 
of the amount, if any, earned by him through an employ¬ 
ment during the period between the dismissal, removal or 
compulsory letirement and the dute of reinstatement. Where 
the pay and allowances admissible under this rule are equal 
to or less than those earned during the employment else¬ 
where, nothing shall be paid to the member of the Service.

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such mairiage is permissible under the personal law ap¬ 
plicable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and there arc other grounds for s« doing, exempt any person, 
from the opeiation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax.—Where the Cential Government is of 
the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order, for reasons to be iccorded in writing, relax any of 
the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons.
